EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  for  release  on  January  8  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  December  26 
1980-January  1,  1981):  * 

Wheat:  Market  activity  was  slow  this  week  as  the  net  increase  in  sales  totaled  186,700  metric 
tons  (MT).  Significant  purchasers  included  Saudi  Arabia  (102,500  MT),  China  (87,800  MT)  and 
the  Dominican  Republic  (42,000  MT).  Export  activity  was  moderate  with  801,600  MT  shipped 
mainly  to  China  (248,800  MT)  and  the  Soviet  Union  (116,000  MT). 

Corn:  The  net  increase  in  sales  totaled  209,400  MT  with  Italy  (78,900  MT)  and  Spain  (56,300  MT) 
the  major  purchasers.  Weekly  exports  were  moderate  with  1,007,100  MT  shipped  mainly  to  Japan 
(271,600  MT)  and  the  Soviet  Union  (249,300  MT) . 

Barley:  Sales  activity  was  slow  with  a  net  increase  in  sales  of  10,900  MT.  New  sales  were 
reported  to  Taiwan  (16,300  MT).  Sales  to  unknown  destinations  declined  by  39,800  MT  with  the 
bulk  of  it  shifting  to  Italy  (34,400  MT) .  Exports  were  the  largest  in  many  weeks. 

Soybeans:  Net  increase  in  sales  at  137,200  MT  was  the  lowest  weekly  increase  for  the  season. 

The  major  buyers  included  West  Germany  (42,200  MT),  Taiwan  (28,700  MT),  Ecuador  (25,000  MT), 
and  the  Netherlands  (23,600  MT).  Exports  (228,100  MT)  were  off  34  percent  from  the  previous 
week.  The  Netherlands  (60,500  MT),  Taiwan  (53,700  MT)  and  Spain  (25,000  MT)  were  the  major 
destinations . 

Soybean  Meal:  Net  increase  in  sales  was  71,000  MT,  the  lowest  level  for  the  season.  The  major 
buyers  were  Romania  (27,100  MT),  the  Netherlands  (25,000  MT),  and  Italy  (20,300  MT).  Exports 
at  130,000  MT  were  slightly  below  week-earlier  levels,  with  .the  principal  destinations  in 
Eastern  Europe,  including  27,100  MT  to  Romania  and  24,500  MT  to  Poland.  The  other  major  desti¬ 
nation  was  Venezuela  (22,000  MT) . 

Soybean  Oil:  Net  increase  in  sales  (11,900  MT)  was  up  sharply  from  a  week-earlier,  with  China 
(4,800  MT)  the  principal  buyer.  Exports  at  8,400  MT  were  off  from  the  previous  week,  with 
China  (4,800  MT)  the  major  destination. 

Cotton:  Marketing  Year  (MY)  1980/81  net  sales  increased  only  46,100  running  bales  (RB)  with  the 
purchase  by  Thailand  of  45,000  RB  the  only  significant  transaction.  Exports  slowed  to  101,700 
RB  with  11  percent  going  to  Europe  and  84  percent  to  Asia,  including  33,500  RB  to  China. 

Hides  and  Skins:  Net  increase  in  sales  was  1,619,100  MT  for  the  new  marketing  year  including 
1,507,500  MT  carried  over  from  MY  1980.  Japan,  South  Korea,  and  Egypt  accounted  for  most  of 

the  new  business. 

Rice,  Sorghum,  Oats,  and  Rye:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
